By The Numbers 


Several months ago. to save a_ little 
space on a busy page. we began publish- 
ing “the signs” in the last issue of each 
month. instead of every week. There were 
no complaints. but we noted a few of our 
readers showing signs of discomfort. as 
if they had been deprived of a magic 
charm. which indeed they had been. unless 
they were willing to keep the files of the 
magazine stacked in proper order, 


In order to give these uncomfortable 
souls a new assurance that they are masters 
of their own fate. and still to save space. 
thle most critical signs. those for the knees 
and the head. have been inserted in the 
calendar which appears on the Reminders 
page. If something radical has to be done 
to a horse. it should be done. as all good 
horsemen know. when the sign is “below 
the knees.” According to St. Sophroniscus 
of Cybele: “Don’t never do nothing when 
the sign is in the head. on account of the 
head is the source of mankind’s errors: 
whence it is thai we do well to stay as 
far away from it possible our 
business with things ethereal.” 


If you castrate a horse. or fire him. or 
wean him. when the sign is in Aries. the 
head. he may get crazy ideas; if the sign 
is in the Taurus. the neck. he may develop 
globus hystericus: if in Gemini. the arms. 
almost anything from bursitis to writer's 
cramp is likely: et cetera. The safest place 
on the anatomy. as discovered by several 
thousand years of experimentation in the 
field of demonology. is below the knees. 
The little devils that cause all the trouble 
know very well when you have the sign 
on them. 


Dry Run 


We have received a communication from 
Horace Wade. of Gulfstream Park. re- 
marking on the return to training of P. J. 
MeMullen’s Dry Run. a 7-year-old horse 
by Sky Raider out of Miss Joker. by On 
Watch. 

Dry Run. which had won 17 of 81 races. 
including the Crete Handicap. through the 
season of 1953. won his first start last year. 
then started 10 times without a victory. 
In his last race on September 27 at Haw- 
thorne Park he pulled up lame and Me- 
Mullen took him out of training. Several 
examinations were made. but it remained 
for Dr. Edward Lang. of Louisville. to 
diagnose his ailment as a blood clot in an 
artery of the right hind quarter. 


In his account of the treatment. Wade 
said that fear of having the clot reach a 
vital organ prevented use of the normal 
flushing process. The horse was given a 
series of injections of a solution contain- 
ing heparin. administered 3 times a day. 
The blood clot dissolved. 

Wade said trainer R. C. Adams took Dry 
Run to Gulfstream this winter and has had 
him galloping satisfactorily for the last 60 
days. 


Color Perception 


Without tampering with personal rac- 
ing silks. Gulfstream Park’s James Donn 
has hit upon another way of identifying 
horses. For his winter meeting each starter 
will be distinguishable by the color of his 
saddle cloth: post one. bright yellow or 
orange: two. brilliant green; three. bright 
red: and so on. All horses in the field will 
carry the same color cloth.

Who Win the Big Race? 


OU can’t beat the good old American lines, says 

the old-time breeder who has been around long 
enough to know how good the old American lines 
were. But somebody’s been tampering with them. 

Who win the Santa Anita Maturity? Deter- 
mine, after they disqualified Miz Clementine. What’s 
he by? He’s by *Alibhai, son of Hyperion. 

Who win the Santa Anita Derby? Swaps. He’s 
by *Khaled, son of Hyperion. 

Who win the Santa Anita Handicap? *Poona 
II. He’s by Tudor Minstrel, a good English miler. 

Who win the Widener Handicap? Hasty Road. 
He’s by Roman, son of *Sir Gallahad III. 

Who win the Flamingo Stakes? Nashua. He’s by 
*Nasrullah. 

Where are the good old American lines? On 
their way down the drain, sir—along with all the 
good old English lines and all the good old French 
lines we imported a few generations ago. Everything 
the American breeder lays his hands on the Ameri- 
can racing secretary pours down the drain. 

A little more slowly, please. How does a rac- 
ing secretary get all these fine, brand-new, hand- 
made, imported asterisks into our pedigrees and then 
how does he replace them all the time with finer, 
newer, imported asterisks? The racing secretary 
couldn’t do all that by himself, could he? 

Probably not. He gets pretty good assistance 
from trainers, owners, breeders, and track manage- 
ment. But he’s the big wheel. He’s the quarterback 
who calls the plays. Would you like to see how he 
does it? Here’s an instance. 

Take last vear’s list of stakes races for horses 
older than 2. Cut it down to races with at least 
$10,000 in added money, and you have 313 races. 

Now, what were the distances of these races? 
Well, 21.1 per cent were at 6 furlongs; 43.8 per cent 
were at a mile or less. Only 15 per cent were at 
distances greater than 11% miles. There were only 
a dozen races—only 3.8 per cent—at distances great- 
er than 114 miles. There were only 5, or 1.6 per cent, 
at more than 114 miles. 

We have a lot more, and more valuable, added- 
money races for fillies and mares than we used to 
have. At what distances? Two of them are at 114 
miles, one at 13% miles, and one, a handicap, at 114 
miles. Most of the good races for mares are at a mile 
or less. 
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In America, then, the perfect horse is one that 
can get 9 furlongs. He’s the ‘“‘stayer.”” By stretch- 
ing out to 10 furlongs occasionally, or even without 
doing so he becomes a champion. Even if he isn’t 
close to being a champion, he may win half a million. 

Prestige goes where the money goes. The horse 
that puts in his best races at distances of more than 
a mile and a quarter—he’s “just a plodder.” There’s 
no use breeding to him. He might get you another 
mile-and-a-half horse, and then where would you be? 
Out in the cold, brother, out in the cold. 

In America you breed for speed, or you had 
better not breed at all. 

So what? Everybody knows there’s just as much 
running in a mile and a quarter as there is in a mile 
and a half, 

Well, then, is there just as much running in 6 
furlongs as there is in a mile and a quarter? No, sir, 
it doesn’t quite work that way. And especially for 
the breeder it doesn’t work that way. 

Fact of the matter is, stamina is much harder to 
maintain in the Thoroughbred than speed is. You 
breed for a mile and a half, you’re more likely to get 
something that can’t do better than a mile and a 
quarter. Breed for a mile and a quarter and you’re 
lucky to have something that can get a mile and an 
eighth—and so on down to the Quarter Horse. 

The richest races, those carrying the highest 
prestige, in England and France are at distances of 
11, miles and up. The Ascot Gold Cup, at 2'4 miles, 
still holds a place of the highest honor. The Gold Cup 
does not rank with the Derby and St. Leger in 
establishing the class of a prospective sire, of course 
—it is too frequently won by a “‘plodder.” Neverthe- 
less the Gold Cup plays its role in maintaining the 
stamina of the breed; it is an anchor that restrains, 
to some extent, the inevitable drift in the direction of 
the Quarter Horse. 

Because of the Gold Cup, the St. Leger, the Park 
Hill Stakes, and many other such anchors, the 
English “sprinter” has more stamina in his genetic 
make-up than the American ‘“stayer.”’ Hence it is 
that, generation after generation, we import new 
sources of stamina, and destroy each new strain 
within 2 or 3 generations by failing to test the 
progeny at distances which would be proof of stay- 
ing ability.

Said Eddie Arcaro of Nashua: 
‘Can’t Tell How Good He Is’ 


MIAMI 

Eddie Arcaro said it the best and 
shortest way about Belair Stud’s Nashua: 

“You can’t tell how good he is.” 

That was after the splendid. but lazy. 
colt won the $100.000 Flamingo Stakes 
at Hialeah Park on the week-end by 115 
lengths from Montpelier’s Saratoga. and 
after Nashua had survived a claim of foul. 

As in his first start earlier in’ the 
week. a betless race of 1,'; miles against 
3 inferior 3-year-olds. Nashua in- 
clined to loaf and fool around. 

“If he had run as he should.” said 
Arearo. who thinks Nashua is one of the 
greatest 3-year-old prospects in his time. 
“he would have won the Flamingo by 10 
lengths.” 

Arcaro lashed Nashua pretty good with 
his whip in the Flamingo, just as he had 
in the betless race. The sting of it kept 
the colt at his task. He simply will do so 
much and no more, unless you get after 
him. Indeed. there is no telling how good 
he is. 

Ted Atkinson. who rode Saratoga. 
lodged the foul claim. The stewards who 
looked at the film of the race saw no 
evidence of interference. and tossed the 
claim out. Later, the Turf writers looked 
at the pictures, too. The 2 horses hooked 
up from the five-sixteenths pole to the 
sixteenth-pole. For one flickering moment. 
Saratoga had taken the lead away from 
the Belair bay by a nose. There was no 
sharp contact. 

Nashua did drift out and may have 
brushed Saratoga when Arcaro went to 
the whip with vigor. From the sixteenth- 


pole to the wire. he was drawing away. 
He definitely was in the clear in the last 
30 yards. Saratoga was sent to the inside 
of Nashua near the finish. and this may 
have looked as if Atkinson’s horse was 
bothered. But it) was only optical 
illusion—or something, 

Atkinson. however. thought Saratoga 
had been impeded—though he did admit 
his horse was beaten when the 2 crossed 
over near the finish. Ted complimented 
Saratoga. whose race. to be sure. was a 
wonderful one. 

Nashua. which ran without blinkers in 
the Flamingo. turned the mile and a 
furlong—his first effort at that distance— 
in a corking 1:4985. He earned $104.600. 
upping his total to $302.340. Of this. 
$192.865 was earned in 1954. when he won 
6 of 8 races and got 2 seconds. 

Arcaro had had his troubles keeping 
Nashua from stalling in the colt’s first 
start here. He simply refused to extend 
himself until Arcaro had whacked him 6 
times. but then he flew past Munchausen 
and 2 others. In that race he propped as 
he crossed the wire. 

He'll continue to improve. and he will 
settle down as his campaign reaches the 
more testing stage. Whether he'll remain 
here to run in the $100.000 Florida Derby 
at Gulfstream Park is hard to say. though 
owner William Woodward Jr. and Sunny 
Jim Fitzsimmons. the colt’s trainer. are 
inclined to accept the engagement. It 
would be a soft touch before sending 
Nashua back to New York, 

The “triple crown” favorite is a_fine- 
locking individual. explosive with person- 
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ality. He has a fiery competitive spirit 
when a horse ranges alongside of him, as 
Saratoga did. We have said right along 
Nashua has the class. 

Saratoga vindicated himself for his un- 
fortunate experience in the Everglades 
Stakes 2 weeks before. In that race he 
wheeled at the start and finished last in 
the field of 15 as Hasty House Farm’s 
unpredictable Prince Noor went on to win. 
In the Flamingo. Prince Noor finished 
sixth. He made a threatening bid from the 
outside rounding the final turn, then 
flattened out. 

Third in the Flamingo was Cup Man. 
beaten 415 lengths by Saratoga. He broke 
sluggishly and was no match for the 
top pair. Blue Lem, the longest-priced 
horse in the field of 12. was a surprising 
fourth. with Amber’s Folly fifth. Little 
Dell backed up after staying with the 
leaders for the first 6 furlongs and wound 
up seventh. Apollo. which set the pace for 
°.-mile. stopped as if struck by lightning 
and finished last. 

Withstanding the strain of foul claims 
in Hialeah’s big races is no bargain. Those 
who had bet on Nashua at 7 to 10 were as

Helbush’s Plans for “Poona Il 


Include the International

On a cloudy afternoon that was hardly 
in keeping with the colorful occasion. 
Ireland’s *Poona II carried the colors of 
H. H. Helbush. of Bel Air. to a convincing 
triumph in the $104.300 Santa Anita 
Handicap before a crowd of 52.500. 

It was a thrilling triumph for Helbush. 
who has been in racing for 7 years. and 
an almost personal victory for R. H. Me- 
Daniel. America’s leading trainer. 

When it was all over. fans were wonder- 
ing if *Poona IL is not just as good a 
horse as *Noor. The one man reasonably 
sure of the answer is McDaniel. but he 
doesn’t want to be quoted—yet. 

“Put it this way.” McDaniel said. “Say 
he’s still improving. I can’t tell you what I 
honestly think of *Poona now. He’s still 
racing. you know.” But there was genuine 
admiration in the slight” trainer's 
whenever he mentioned *Poona I,

If *Poona II is really as good as *Noor. 
hell have an opportunity to prove it in the 
$100.000 San Juan Capistrano Handicap 
at a mile and 6 furlongs over the grass 
course. In 1950. *Noor made a successful 
parlay of both the Santa Anita and San 
Juan Capistrano Handicaps. and *Poona 
II is all set to try for the double. too. 

Before the running of the Santa Anita 
Handicap. there had been wild rumors 


that *Poona IIL was in poor condition 


and/or that he never would go the 114- 
mile route since he was cut out to be a 


Herman H. 
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sprinter. So *Poona triumph 
complete vindication for McDaniel. 

“*Poona will run 2 miles. if necessary.” 
McDaniel said after the race. “And he 
didn’t run like a horse out of shape. did 
he?” 

The answer. of course. is an emphatic 
“no.” Off more slowly than usual when 
Willie Shoemaker had to ease him out of 
close quarters at the start. *Poona II was 
fifth as the field went by the stands the 
first time. Correspondent had taken the 
lead. with Porterhouse second and *Star 
of the Forest third. 

Just before the field swung into the 
backstretch. Shoemaker found an opening 
and moved into third place. From then on 
the Trish colt foreed the pace: he had 
plenty of running room and was on the 
outside. free from trouble. 

Shoemaker rated him = along behind 
Porterhouse and Correspondent to the far 
turn. where *Poona IL moved up on the 
outside of Porterhouse. took command with 
a quarter-mile to go and drew away— 
almost easily—in the stretch to win by 
214 lengths. His time for the 114 miles 
on a track that overnight rains had slowed 
by about 2 seconds was 2:03. 

Shoemaker’s ride. as usual. was flawless. 
But it wasn’t any better than the ride little 
Conn McCreary gave Joe Jones. which 
finished second. Off in last place. Me- 
Creary picked his way through a dozen 
holes—all the time saving ground on the 
rail—until he passed every horse in the 
field except *Poona Il. Joe Jones got with- 
in a length and a half of *Poona IL in 
mid-stretch (McCreary made a mistake 
when he said he drew even) and then the 
Irish colt. urged on by Shoemaker. took 
off again. 

Porterhouse finished third, carrying his 
speed a lot further than many had suspect- 
ed he would. and Determine was a game 
and steady fourth while packing top 
weight of 129 pounds. Rejected. last year’s 
winner. lacked his customary closing rally. 
and finished seventh. 

Shoemaker’s second straight victory ride 
in the Santa Anita Handicap was worth 
$103.200. 

Helbush. a square-jawed financier with 
sparkling eyes, has been a success in 2 
widely different fields. He has been a 
successful building contractor. and has 
amassed a fortune in the field of 
electronics. 

He proudly admits that he built the 
finest radar in the world. which he sold to 
RCA and now is used extensively on jet 


Was 


planes. His company, the Houston Corpora- 
tion. presently is engaged in making lock 
nuts and 3-H clamps for jet engines. 

In addition to his home in exclusive Bel 
Air. in the foothills above and to the west 
of Beverly Hills, Helbush also owns a 
120-acre ranch in the San Fernando Valley, 
where he has 24 mares and the. sires 
Good Ending (a half-brother to Whirl- 
away) and Mucho Hosso. His plans for 
the future include retiring such horses as 
*Poona IL. *Nearque II, *Royal Blue. and 
*Knockmealdown to stud at his ranch, 
(of Spendthrift Farm, 
near Lexington) made me an offer to 
syndicate *Poona Il when he retires, but 
I told him that none of my stallions will 
ever leave California.” 

Helbush has bought 11 horses from his 
friend. Prince Aly Khan. *Poona II and 
*Daoud Pasha. which he purchased last 
May in a deal for $70,000. are his most 
recent acquisitions. At the time. *Daoud 
Pasha was probably considered a bit the 
better. yet he’s never won a race in this 
country. 

The deal for *Poona II was closed be- 
the colt finished third in the Two 
Thousand Guineas. Shortly before the colt 
was shipped to this country. the Aly Khan 
called Helbush and offered him $125,000 
for the colt. Helbush declined with thanks, 
saying he'd rather have the horse. 

Just before the recent San Antonio. Hel- 
bush was offered $500,000 for *Poona IL, 
but he turned down that offer. too. “After 
trying so hard for so long to get a good 
horse.” he remarked, “ [ wasn’t going to 
turn around and sell him.”

The Payoff on Illinois Awards; 


Serdar Scorns New Legislation 


CHICAGO 

During the 1954 206 
Ilinois-bred horses won 232 races. placed 
second or third 531 and earned 
$476.795. principally in open competition. 
These figures are highlights of a report 
by D. Elmo Jordan. president of the 
IHinois Thoroughbred Breeders 
tion. to the association’s 122 members. The 
report itself further exemplifies the  tire-

less enterprise of Mr. Jordan. 


Besides being president of the ITBA. 
he is president of the Illinois Pure Bred 
Livestock Association. vice president of the 
National Association of Thoroughbred 
Breeders. and operator of a busy insurance 
agency. All this he does with a broken 
neck, 

Jordan got his start with horses as a 
rural mail carrier. livery stable driver. 
and teamster on road construction work 
in “Litthe Egypt.” which is practically 
the official name of southern Illinois be- 
low “the Vandalia™ and the 39th parallel. 

Some previncials contend, however. the 
name belongs only to the area between the 
Kaskaskia and Wabash Rivers and south 
of a line through Salem. where William 
Jennings Bryan was born. In either case. 
Jordan is an “Egyptian.” having been born 
near Fairfield. in Wayne County. birth- 
place of the late William E. Borah. pre- 
Rooseveltian advocate of recognition of 
Bolshevik Russia.

Jordan's president 
delayed until 1953 because he was too 
valuable as secretary. Upon elevating him 
to the presidency. the secretarial problem 
was solved by electing his wife Rose as 
secretary. thus prov iding a guarantee for 
the continued performance of Jordan 
efficiency. 

While helping his brother on the home 
farm in October. 1953. Jordan slipped and 
fell from a hay loft. fracturing 
vertebrae in his neck. He spent months 
in a hospital. For a longer period he wore 
plaster cast. which replaced 
eventually by a_ steel But 
tremenduous handicaps couldn't stop the 
busy Jordans. 

Of the 232 races won by Illinois-bred 
horses in 1954, only 103 were won on 
tracks in Illinois. the other 129 races be- 
ing won outside the state. The $476.795 
earned by 206 horses included $124.405 in 
first money at Illinois tracks. This meant 
$12,440 (10 per cent of first money) in 
awards to breeders. By comparison. 
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brace. these 


Illinois-breds won 113 races and earned 
$16.398 in breeder awards in 1953. 

For the 7 years of breeder awards 
(1948-1954) Llinois-breds earned $91.096 
in these premiums. representing $910.967 
in first money in 671 races at Illinois 
tracks. In those years 468 horses 
registered as Illinois foals. 79 of which 
were recorded in 1954. In practice. most 
Illinois-breds are not registered as such 
with the Illinois Racing Board and_ the 
breeders association until they are named 
2-year-olds. Some are registered only with 
(compulsory in order 
and a few are never 


were 


the racing board 
to obtain awards) 


placed on the Illinois registry. in) which 
case they are not eligible to gain awards 
for their breeders. 

The awards are important. especially to 
small breeders. who consider $91.090. to 
be money in almost any language. While 


the amounts of the awards may be used to 
indicate the relative standing of breeders, 
sires. etc.. they might distort a true picture 
of actual conditions. The chestnut colt 
Simmy is a case in point. 

Simmy (The Dude—Eyeline. by Roguish 
Eye) won 4 races. placed twice. and earn- 
ed $94.673 in 1954. Jordan thinks that 
may be record earnings for a non-stakes- 
winning 2-year-old. While Simmy was the 
leading Illinois-bred of 1954. his first 
money amounted to only $9.200. and none 
of this counted in establishing awards to 
the estate of the late Otto W. Lehmann 
his breeder. 

Mr. Lehmann died shortly after Simmy 
was foaled. Jordan purchased the colt and 
his dam. later sold them to E. E. Pershall, 
of St. Louis. It was not until after Simmy 
won + races that the State’s attorney 
general ruled the estate of a deceased 
person was eligible to receive awards if 
that person had been the actual breeder, 
a bonafide resident of Illinois. and. if 
living. would be entitled to the premium. 
The ruling was not made 
Meanwhile. Simmy went to New Jersey, 
where he finished second to Summer Tan 
in the Garden State Stakes. earning $53.- 
593. He previously had won $30.000— by

Editor’s note. Dr. John McA. Kater’s article entitled “Horse Doping. Still a Blot 
on Racing.” which appeared in the January 31 issue of Life, has not been answered in 
detail. perhaps because members of the Association of Official Racing Chemists are 
not at liberty to enter into public discussion of methods of drug detection. It has drawn 


numerous generalized protests. 


Last week The Blood-Horse received from Dr. Kater a letter commenting on Bill 
Corum’s protest. first published in Corum’s column in the New York Journal-American 
and then reprinted in Nelson Dunstan’s column in Daily Racing Form because “Bill 
Corum’s reaction. .. . so completely coincides with ours.” Corum’s column and Kater

There was a recent articles in Life 
magazine by a Dr. Kater. if I have his 
name right. who. after having eaten rac- 
ing’s bread for some years. which is not 
exactly a sign of loyalty as [ understand 
the word. went out to kick out the teeth 
of his former “employer” with an expose 
of the weaknesses of the saliva test. | 
didn’t read the article and won't. Not a 
good newspaperman. I’m sure. I still think 
I boast one strength as a bad reporter. I 
don't read articles in magazines that. to 
my mind. are aimed at getting newspaper 
publicity. 

I'd much prefer that. on a lucky day. I 
could write something that would increase 
the sale of the newspaper for which I 
work. 

Would you call this good reporting? 

Not that I have any quarrel with any 
magazine. And not that I haven’t for years 
read with interest the one in which Dr. 
Kater’s. if that is his name. article ap- 
peared. 


Yet. I have what seems to me to be a 
logical question for the magazine, the 
author. and such readers the magazine 
presumably hoped would say. “Well. I 
knew people who liked racing were thieves 
all the time.” if racing hadn’t been trying 
to make itself a more honest and better 
sport. why should it have hired Dr. Kater 
in the first place? 

Science is a quickly changing thing as I. 
and you. laymen. who writes sports for a 
living know. But I don’t believe that the 
electric light bulb that we know today is 
the same one that Mr. Edison once sat up 
through the night with. hoping that it 
might burn for 24 hours. 

So with racing and saliva. or any other 
test. against doping. Even if the erudite 
editors of Life didn’t see it that way. I have 
to feel that if racing was trying to be 
honest. it deserved something better than 
that bitter attack. Plus what was obvious 
“lousy” reporting. because the Time and 
Life building is a matter of a few blocks 
from the offices of the Trib. where even a 
tired reporter, trying to check the truth, 
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could have walked in and found at least 
a hundred errors in the article in question, 


Today. I must assume. we live in a 
different time with different) standards. 
But when [| was a kid reporter. looking 
with wide-eyed awe. at the Carr Vanandas. 
the Brisbanes. the O’Malleys. Alva John- 
stons. Hills and the like. | must doubt that 
the piece in question would have been 
considered a good piece of reporting. 

If I were out to attack Spencer Drayton. 
or his former boss. Mr. Hoover of the FBI. 
and a telephone was handy. I can’t help 
feeling that in fairness. I'd have to call 
the gentlemen and ask them for their 
view. 


Or is there one rule for sports. the 
punching bags for publicity in this country. 
and another for other enterprises. say the 
business of publishing magazines? If fair 
is fair. it must be true that Jackie Glea- 
son’s pal. who works in the sewers. is just 
as entitled to fairness as any other man. 

Or have I been living in what I believed 
to be the most liberty country in the world 
for 60 years under some sort of misconcep- 
tion? And have I been a so-called news-

As the subject of Bill Corum’. poison 
pen column published in the New York 
Journal-American for Feb. 14th 1 would 
like to explain to those outside of racing 
that they would do our sport great in- 
justice should they conclude that such a 
presumed “defense” of racing represents 
the intellectual or moral calibre of racing 
people. 

I am sufficiently devoted to racing so 
that I gladly risked personal hardship 
and even danger in initiating the fight 
against a few con men who fool both the 
public and their patrons. I certainly would 
be remiss now if I failed to apologize for 
Corum and failed to assure any and all 
that the average person in racing does not, 
like Corum, believe that facts are so un- 
important that he can criticize an article 
that he admittedly has not read. Certainly 
we will all admit that God could prepare 
a critique of anything without formally 
reading it. and I assure the public that the 
real people of racing respect God’s 
province and do not thus have a Jehovah 
complex. [ have previously heard of this 
complex. but never before believed it 
existed, 

Corum also implies that if a person has 
been paid wages within a field of endeavor 
“loyalty” should seal his lips even when 
truth is at stake. I have studied the people 
of racing as well as the science associated 
with racing. With the exception of those 
confidence men I have nowhere found a 
higher concept of honor than within rac-

ARASITE CONTROL. Liquid phenothiazine given all horses every 21 days. Liquid 

is preferred to the powder used with the low-level method because many horses will 

not “clean up” when the powder is mixed with feed. 

Carbon disulphide used for round worms and bots. Foals get their first treatment 

for round worms when they are about 3 months old, and treatments are repeated 

every 3 months 

Manure from the barns is hauled away. 

PASTURES. Pastures had to be fertilized heavily when farm was first purchased. 
About 600 pounds per acre of 6-12-12 were applied in 1950. From 100 to 159 pounds 
of the same mixture now is applied every second year. Soil tests made this month 
reveal that a mixture containing not less than 4 per cent nitrogen and not less than 
16 per cent phosphorus and potash is needed in several of the pastures. and this 
mixture will be applied at the rate of 400 pounds to the acre. 

Each September several pastures are seeded with a mixture of bluegrass and timothy. 
Early the next spring white clover and Ladino clover are sown. along with a smaller

amount of bluegrass. 
Much of the farm was treeless when Waldheim bought it. Each year 25 trees. mostly 
syeamores and ashes. are planted.

In 1950 Millard A. Waldheim, owner 
of the Waldheim Realty and Investment 
Company. of St. Louis, and of a small 
racing stable. decided to buy a Thorough. 
bred breeding farm. He selected a 223- 
acre farm on the outskirts of Winchester, 
Ky.. about 20 miles east of Lexington. 
Waldheim and his sister, Mrs. Helen 
Platt. of New York. formed a corpora- 
tion. and bought the place from Andrew 
R. Johnson. of Ironton, Ohio. a breeder 
of pure-bred cattle. Johnson had bought it 
from the late R. A. Fairbairn. who raised 
the Kentucky Derby winners Gallahadion 
and Hoop. Jr. when he operated as Fair- 
holme Farm. 

The new owner named his farm Bwamaz- 
on. which he evolved in this way: Wald- 
heim may be literally interpreted as forest 
home. the German wald meaning forest 
and heim meaning home. The French 
translation of forest home is bois maison. 
Bwamazon is Waldheim’s phonetic spell- 
ing of bois maison. 

As manager. Waldheim hired Pat O'Neil. 
an Irishman who had learned the funda- 
mentals of Thoroughbred breeding from 
his father. who owned a horse farm near 
Dublin. O'Neil had worked as an exercise 
boy and jockey for several Irish stables. 
including those of Harry Hope. J. J. Park- 
ston. and Pat Rodgers. and for several 
years he had run a large hunting stable. 
(“There’s so little hunting here that it’s 
hard for people to realize what a_ big 
thing it is in Ireland.” O’Neil said. “Many

O'Neil came to the United States in 
1914. and his first job was at the Grosse 
Point Hunt Club. near Detroit. After 2 
years he moved to the Sugar Valley Hunts 
Club at Gates Mills. Ohio. where he met 
the late A. C. Ernst. a Cleveland business- 
man interested in hunters and Thorough- 
breds. In 1918 O'Neil left the Sugar Valley 
Club to manage Ernst’s horse interests. a 
jeb he held for 30 years. When Ernst 
bought part of the late Col. E. R. Bradley's 
Idle Hour Farm in 1935. O'Neil went to 
the Lexington farm. where he stayed until 
getting a call from Waldheim, 

O’Neil’s principal assistant is his son 
Bill. who was an assistant starter before 
joining his father at Bwamazon. 

One of Waldheim’s first decisions was 
to sell most of the horses bred at Bwamaz- 
on, and to retain only a few fillies each 
year for racing. Convineed that high-class 
mares produced high-priced yearlings. he 
told O'Neil to buy the best he could find. 

O'Neil started by buying Bell Song. 1941. 
Menow—Lakme, by *Troutbeck. from Dr. 
Eslie Asbury. and Almerry. 1945, War 
Admiral—Mary Terry. by Terry. from 
the Ernst Farm. Bell Song’s 1951 foal was 
a colt by *Blenheim II; Almerry’s was a 
colt by Cosmic Bomb. In 1952 both were 
included in Bwamazon’s first consignment 
to the Keeneland summer sales. Bell Song’s

O'Neil doesn’t credit all of Bwamazon’s 
good fortune in the sales ring to the 
farm’s high-quality mares. “You've got to 
have top sires, and that’s the reason we 
don't have a stallion. Mr. Waldheim has 
no objections against getting a_ stallion. 
but he wants a real good one. If you take 
just an average stallion you get yourself a 
lot of trouble. You breed a lot of your own 
mares to him trying to get him establish- 
ed. and it’s a big gamble. Until he gets 
something to the races yeu don’t get any 
money at the sales, and then if he isn’t a 
success you've wasted 5 or 6 years. I would 
much rather breed to 15 or 20 different 
stallions.” 

Bwamazon owns shares in 5 stallions.

2 of the 3. best 2-year-old fillies in 
Ireland—Cross Currents and African 
Safari. Both were assigned 125 pounds in 
the Irish Free Handicap. Cross Currents 
is by Migoli—Fractious. by Fairway; 
African Safari is by Big Game—Careless 
Nora. by Panorama. 

At the Newmarket September sales last 
year the Anglo-Irish Agency bought 2 
yearling fillies for Bwamazon. one by Big 
Game—Castelloza. by Djebel. the 
other by Court Martial—Safari Moon. by 
Big Game. Both are training satisfactorily. 
but O'Neil said they probably would not 
race for several months. “They don’t race 
them as hard in Ireland as we do here. 
A 2-year-old filly over there usually does- 
n't start more than 3 or 4 times.” 

The American stable also has 2 promis- 
ing 2-year-old fillies. one by *Nasrullah— 
Judy Rae. the other by *Djeddah—Al- 
merry. Both are in Strother Griffin’s stable 
at Keeneland. and both should start at the 
spring meeting. The stable this vear also 
includes a colt) by Olympia—Whirling 
Girl. which was a late foal and was not 
ready for the 1954 sales.

First of these was the 10th run- 
ning of the Columbiana Handicap. for 
fillies and mares 3 years old and up. 
The first end was won by W. D. Parr’s 
Rare Music. a 4-year-old daughter of The 
Rhymer—Rare. by Hard Tack. and the 
second section resulted in victory for Lily- 
Ann Stable’s Guayana. also 4. She is a 
daughter of *Hunter’s Moon IV—Triangle. 
by Stimulus. Oddly. both were former 
claimers. Rare Music having been haltered 
for $8.000. Guavana for $7.500. For her 
7-furlong trip) in 1:2385 under 108 
pounds. Rare Music earned $12.900. She 
is one of the most improved fillies of the 
winter. having won 5 of 8 races down here. 
Guayana earned $12.450. going over the 
distance in 1:2315. with 109 pounds. 

It was interesting to note that Menolene 
finished eighth and last in the second 
section of the Columbiana. stopping to a 
walk through the stretch. It was the first 


start for the filly in the silks of Mrs. 
Edward S. Moore’s Circle M Farm. The 
noted sportswoman purchased her out of 
the Dickey Stables’ dispersal for $75.000 a 
week or so before the Columbiana. evident- 
ly on the strength of her smashing victory 
in the Jasmine Stakes. 

The other split stake was the Juvenile. 
won by E. K. Bryson’s colt. Well Marked. 
and T. F. Devereux’s filly. Queen Margie. 
Well Marked sped 3 furlongs through the 
straightaway in :3315 beating 16 other 
youngsters and earning $18.912.50. Then 
Queen Margie. a daughter of Depth 
Charge. scored in :32+5 against 18 others. 
She earned $19.362.50. 


TO GULFSTREAM. The racing season 
here moves into its final phase on March 
4. as Gulfstream Park. up there in Hallan- 
dale. prepares to take over until April 
22. 

Take it from Horace Wade. the man 
who occupies every official job except that 
of placing judge at the track of Jimmy 
Donn. Gulfstream Park will do all right 
again. “We have the horses. the purses. 
and the beautiful setting of one of the 
most modern tracks in the country.” said 
Mr. Wade. 

Richest races of the meeting are the 
$100.000 Florida Derby on March 26 and 
the $59.000 Gulfstream Park Handicap on 
March 19. The track has posted $317.500 
in stakes money and some $1.500.000 for 


other purses. Last year’s meeting was 
plagued by rainy weather and a muddy 
running strip. With any kind of a break, 
the 1955 session of 43 days should top 
1954 when 617.573 wagered a daily aver- 
age of $1.124.930. 

Wade says the public will be pleased by 
the many changes made in the plant since 
last March.

bringing over-all seating capacity to some 
18.600. A third tote board in the infield, 
improved mutuels in the club house. add- 
ed seating on the club house apron. and 
elimination of the old 7-furlong chute in 
order to provide parking space for 500 
more cars are all forward steps.

AGRICULTURAL AIDS 


The Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben, which oper- 
ates Ak-Sar-Ben race track. Omaha. Neb.. 
last week announced that it would double 
the number of scholarships which it spon- 
sors at the University of Nebraska’s Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 

For several years Ak-Sar-Ben has award- 
ed 48 4-year scholarships to students who 
have outstanding high school records and 
who would be unable to attend college 
without financial help. Beginning this year 
it will donate 100 scholarships annually. 

Ak-Sar-Ben also has increased its aid to 
various projects at the College of Agricul- 
ture. A $1.000 grant-in-aid fund for upper 
classmen has been established. and an 
annual donation to a fund for Nebraska's 
agricultural judging teams in_ intercol- 
legiate competition has been increased 
from $2.000 to $3.000. The additional 
$1.000 is to permit 4-H judging teams to 
compete in inter-city contests. 

Other features of the agricultural 
scholarship) program will be continued. 
including 2 $1.100 fellowships. and sum- 
mer scholarships for county agents and 
high school vocational agriculture instrue- 
tors. 

V. J. Skutt. chairman of Ak-Sar-Ben’s 
scholarship committee. who announced the 
expanded program, said: 

“The governors of Ak-Sar-Ben are ex- 
tremely conscious of the importance of 
agriculture to the over-all economy of this 
region. Our board feels that by helping the 
future generation of farmers and_ live- 
stock raisers acquire greater knowledge. 
we are in turn helping assure the future 
prosperity of this region. The board is 
pledged to continue this extended scholar- 
ship program and our other agricultural 
projects as long as we are financially able 


to do so.”

Dark Grier 
(Sedgemoor—Dark Lace. by *Man O’- 
Night). winner of the Primer Stakes. with 
$12.633 in first money. $8.250 of which 
represented his Illinois earnings. thereby 
gaining awards in the amount of $825 for 
his breeder. William Higgins. This promis- 
ing youngster later broke a leg and was 
destroyed. 

Breeders receiving the most awards were 
Mikel Farm. 21 races. $2.334. and Locust 
Lawn Farm. owned by Paul Serdar. chair- 
man of the Illinois Racing Board. 13 races. 
$2.330. The latter’s leading winner of 
breeder awards with $531 was Big Ques- 
tion (Count Domino—Hippolyte. by *San 
Utar). Mikel’s biggest contributor was 
Miss Night (Hypocrite—Night Miss. by 
*Man O’Night). $477. 

In the department of awards the lead- 
ing sires were: Hypocrite (*Wrack— 
Pretense. by *Snob IL). $1.637: Count 
Domino (Reigh Count—Stricken. by 
Pennant). $1.398: Sedgemoor (*Blenheim 
II—Ladana. by Lucullite). $1.069. Such 
figures can be misleading. For example. 
Hypocrite had 20 winners of 44 races. his 
get earning $35.265 in first monies, but 
more than half of this record was made 
outside Illinois and beyond the scope of 
the breeder awards. The Dude. with more 
than $100.000 total earnings. actually was 
the leading Illinois sire. 

Altogether. Jordan’s report offers a very

MORE OF SAME. That there is more

Republican. comprise 
the group which recently presented bill 
for a compulsory rotation of racing dates 
in the Chicago area, McAvoy is a veteran 
law-maker. who is familiar with legislative 
maneuvers. Murphy is a new member. who 
is learning about such things. He hails 
from the home county (Lake) of Paul 
Serdar. chairman of the Illinois Racing 
Board. Serdar and one of his 2 colleagues 
on the racing board. William S. Miller. 
are breeders. and both operate racing 
stables. 

Serdar. who is opposed to the rotation 
bill also. said at his Locust Lawn Farm 
near Antioch: “I have always felt. in line 
with Jockey Club traditions. that racing 
should be supervised by those who are in 
it. I do not subscribe to the theory that 
racing should be controlled by persons 
who are unfamiliar with it. 

“T believe Illinois. in which there are 
so many Thoroughbred owners. should be 
elevated to a high position in the breeding 
industry. and I am glad to have a part in 
that effort. If the bill should become a law 
I would resign.” 

The Illinois Horse Racing Act provides: 
“Each member (of the Racing Board) 
shall have a reasonable knowledge of rac- 
ing practices and procedure and of the 
principles of Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding.” 

Many persons long have felt there is 
more equivocation than command in that.

Bits of History

CHICAGO 

With respect to its commerce. industry. 
natural resources. and other products. 
Illinois often is called the most diversified 
state in America. or the state whose diver- 
sity is its most typical feature. But in the 
matter of Thoroughbred breeding Illinois 
presents a paradox. She’s a_backslider 
from ‘way back. She’s not what she used 
to be. That is proved by the light of history. 

Thoroughbred production now is only a 
sideline for most Illinois breeders. For 
many it is a very small sideline, although 
it may be the most interesting enterprise 
they have. 

Illinois. one of the oldest and most 
important racing states, has more Thor- 
oughbred owners than most of the states 
(some say it ranks first). but many 
Illinois owners prefer to buy or claim 
their horses rather than do any breed- 
ing. Some conduct their breeding opera- 
tions elsewhere. principally in Kentucky. 
One reason Illinois now is not producing 
more horses. especially better horses, is 
because the breeders. with few exceptions. 
are not trying very hard to improve the 
local situation. A few small breeders are 
doing the best they can under the 
circumstances, 

From ante bellum days until there was 
a widespread stoppage of racing in the 
early years of the 20th century. Illinois 
was a prominent breeding state. *Billet 
began his stud career here. where he got 
the brothers Volturno and Elias Lawrence 
and the fillies Kate Claxton. Sangamonia. 
and Carrie P. *Bonnie Scotland stood 
here. His son Malcomm, was the sire of 
the immortal Marian, herself an Illinois 
foal and dam of Emperor of Norfolk, El 
Rio Rey. Yo Tambien and the rest of that 
brilliant brood. 

Among Lexington’s sons which stood 
here were Pat Malloy. Uncle Vic. and 
General Duke. the latter winner of the 
first renewal of the Belmont Stakes and 
later renamed Judge Curtis. When Lex- 
ington’s son Asteroid became impotent, R. 
A. Alexander came to Illinois and purchas- 
ed Pat Malloy to succeed his illustrious 
sire at Woodburn Stud, in Woodford 
County. Kentucky. There he sired Lord 
Murphy. a Kentucky Derby winner. and 
Bob Miles, sire of the Kentucky Derby 
winner Manuel. 

Lexington himself. and *Australian, and 
100 mares from Woodburn were “refugees” 
in IHinois during the Civil War. Many of 
the produce resulting from that migration 
stayed here. Other Illinois sires included 
Aristides. winner of the first Kentucky

He distributes it gratis 
to breeders.
